especially against a team like Vasco da 

Gama, with players such as Edmundo, Romario, Juninho and Junior Baiano, and 
perform so magnificently was a credit to Ange Postecoglou, Carl Halford and the 
senior players. 


The atmosphere at the first game against Vasco da Gama was unbelievable. The 
noise was something that cannot be easily described, other than if you were there 
you would understand just how much of a ‘buzz' there was in the Maracana 
Stadium. It was extremely refreshing to sit in the world's most famous grandstand 
in a soccer mad nation to watch our very own national champions present 
Australian soccer in a terrific manner, 


Our next two matches proved very difficult as well, with the very underrated 
Necaxa proving a difficult opponent, and Manchester United, whilst not playing 
their full 'A' team, still put out a team that would beat a number of Premier League 
sides. Having to play these games with a break of only a day or two in extreme 
heat, was probably the most difficult feature of the Championship, particularly as 
we generally play with a five to six-day break in Australia. 


The players and officials had the opportunity to meet people such as FIFA 
President Sepp Blatter, French legend Michel Platini, England striking 
phenomenon Gary Lineker, Brazilian superstar Zico and Liverpool great Alan 
Hansen. To have met and played in front of the calibre of people such as these 
honorary football greats was a real honour and something none of us at the Club 
will ever forget. 


There is no doubt that South Melbourne are the pioneers of the National Soccer 
League. We have shown to the world, and just importantly to the knockers here in 
Australia, that the standard of the NSL is of a very good standard and that we are 
notthat far behind the rest of the world.

South Puts Australia in International Spotlight 


The Club World Championships have come and gone and few will doubt the success of 
the inaugural tournament, but prior to the tournament's commencement many were 
questioning the capabilities of teams such as South Melbourne to perform against the 
powers of Vasco Da Gama and Manchester United. 


With Australian club soccer's limited exposure to international competition, few knew 
where the standard of the NSL stood against other club competitions. With the integrity 
and the future of this tournament resting on the performance of clubs from the less 
powerful confederations of Asia, Africa and Oceania, even the most senior FIFA officials 
where a bitnervous of South Melbourne's capabilities. 


The first game saw, South American Champions, Vasco Da Gama take on the minnows 
from "kangaroo country" South Melbourne SC. Already Necaxa, Raja Casablanca and 
Al Nassr had shown they were more than capable of mixing it with the Europeans and 
South Americans and it was now the Australian's turn to face the powers of Junior 
Baiano, Edmundo and Romario in frontof a huge passionate and fanatical home crowd. 


Even the Manchester United supporters who had stayed back to watch the game felt 
intimidated by the electrifying atmosphere within the Maracana. With predictions of a 
one sided affair by the locals as well as back home, it would have been easy for South to 
crumble under the pressure. But in true Australian spirit, the gladiators from Lakeside 
were able to push one of the world's best teams to the absolute limit. 


The final result read 2-0 in Vasco da Gama's favour, but it took two of the best goals of 
the tournament to break South Melbourne down and if not for a bit of luck, the score 
could of quite easily read 1-1 or 0-0. 


Only two days later, the team had to strut their stuff against the surprise packet of the 
tournament, Necaxa. Prior to the tournament, many in Australia had seen Necaxa as 
the team South Melbourne were most likely to get a result from, but the Mexicans had 
arrived two weeks prior to the tournament's commencement and were well prepared. 
Coach Raul Arias made it clear that his team had come to Brazil with the intention of 
making the final and South Melbourne held little fear for his troops. 


Necaxa went into the game full of confidence after looking 
the better side in their 1-1 draw with Manchester United 
and started the game accordingly. Despite the South 
Melbourne defence being constantly under pressure, it 
took a controversial penalty in the 18th minute for Necaxa 
to open the score, the first of their three penalties for the 
match. 


Although the match ended in a 3-1 loss to South 
Melbourne, with Necaxa were worthy victors, one will 
always wonder how this game might have eventuated had 
the referee been of a higher standard an not been so quick 
to pointto the penalty spotthree times. 


Despite the setbacks and the slow start to the match, 
South Melbourne performed admirably, particularly in the 
second half whare an equaliser looked likely until the third 
penalty sealed the game for Necaxa. 


Although many in Australia questioned the strength of the Manchester United team that 
took the field against South Melbourne, most of these players were either current or 


past members of their respective national teams. With players of the calibre of 
Cole, Berg, Cryuff, Beckham, Salskjaer, Neville and Fortune in the lineup amongst 
others, the "part-timers" of South Melbourne had a difficulttask ahead of them. 


Another slow startto South Melbourne saw the team down 2-0 within 20 minutes 
of the game's start. Although South had their fair share of the ball, United were 
looking too quick and solid in most areas of the game. Slowly though, South 
worked their way back into the game and the more the game went on, the more 
the players grew in confidence. 


The second half was arguably Souths best period of the tournament. Substitutes 
Coveny and Tsekinis increased the tempo resulting in many scoring 
opportunities. Coveny was perhaps unlucky to be called offside on two 
occasions which would have seen him one on one with United goalkeeper Van 
der Gouw and then came the incident South Melbourne supporters will be talking 
about for many a year. A chip by Coveny in the 75th minute hit the left-hand post, 
tolled along the line, and then hit the other post, before rolling back into play 
where the United defence cleared the ball. 


By the time Curcija missed a good opportunity late in the game, South Melbourne 
had well and truly earned the respect of everyone in the stadium and most 
importantly in Australia. 


The fact that South Melbourne played a clean brand of football, receiving few 
yellow cards, is credit in itself. It would have been quite easy for South 
Melbourne to use kicking and dirty tactics as a means of restricting their 
opponents, much like the way Frank Arok use to do with the Socceroos in the 
80's. Instead, Ange Postecoglou had his charges playing an attractive skilful 
brand of soccer, the type of football South Melbourne has been famous for and 
proud of throughoutits history. 


What this showed to the world was that Australians 
CAN play soccer and that the NSL isn't the league of 
no hopers that even Australian soccer fans thought 
itwas. Sure there is still a big difference between 
the top leagues in the world and the NSL, but we 
now know the gap isn't as big as we once thought. 
Going into round 17 of the season, South 
Melbourne is tenth on the NSL table, yet they were 
able to push the European, North American and 
South American Champions to the limit and can 
count themselves unlucky not to have gotten at 
least one result. 


One of the main reasons the Club World 
Championships will continue is due to the success 
of South Melbourne SC. FIFA President, Mr Joseph 
Blatter, stated,"When you see, as we have here, a 
club like South Melbourne manage to hold their own 
against teams like Manchester United and Vasco da Gama, you are left in no 
doubt about the tournament's credibility in the sporting sense". 


There will be other Club World Championships and perhaps other Australian 
clubs will do even better than South Melbourne. History will show, however, that 
South Melbourne Soccer Club was the club that helped make these 
championships a success, which in the process also gave Australian soccer and 
the NSL the credibility ithas waited 23 years to receive.

Football fans from all over the world converged on Brazil for the inaugural Club 


World Championship and Kartsi was one of the few lucky South Melbourne 
supporters to make his way to Rio De Janeiro for the historical event. 


Rio de Janeiro is a beautiful city surrounded by exquisite beaches and 
mountainous hills. From my short stay in Rio, it seemed there are two forms of 
people, the rich, who live in lavish houses and apartments and the very poor, 
who live in the faveles (shanty towns). Despite the drastic difference in living 
standards of the two classes of society, Brazilians are united in the beliefs of 
two religions, Catholicism and Football. 


Almost everyone doubted the quality of South Melbourne prior to the game 
against Vasco, but by the end of the game, everyone who was watching 
suddenly had a new found respect for Australian football. Although the players 
felt disappointed in loosing the game, they could hold their heads up high. Not 
many teams would have done as well as South Melbourne that day. The fact 
that Manchester United were down 3-0 at half time against Vasco two days later 
further indicates how well the Lakesiders had performed. 


The English tabloid, 'The Mirror’ had a field day ridiculing Manchester United for 
apparently “wrecking the FA Cup" to play in "this absurd tournament". The fact 
that Manchester United were playing "the most meaningless football match in 
history" against an unknown team from Australia, only gave The Mirror more 
ammunition. If The Mirror thought it was a meaningless game and an absurd 
tournament, somebody forgot to tell the Manchester United supporters. They 
had come to Rio in thousands, each of whom were quite happy that Manchester 
United took part in the tournament. For some reason, many of them took South 
Melbourne to their heart and were amazed at the standard of Australian football. 


One fan said to me, “I didn't even know they had football in Australia, but you 
guys played great, I'm amazed!" 


Despite Manchester United's poor performance in the championship, itseemed 
that no Englishman in Brazil had any qualms about the tournament, least of all 
about South Melbourne SC. That is all Englishmen but Oliver Holt from The 
Mirror, who felt compelled to ridicule Manchester United by attempting to 
defame their lesser known opponents from Australia. The methods used by this 
journalist were nothing short of shameful and although the likelihood of Mr Holt 
ever reading this article being remote, | do have this to say. 


Manchester United may have pulled out of the FA Cup to play against South 
Melbourne SC, a team with a “petrol pump attendant, tax adviser and a hospital 
worker", but South Metoourne performed better against Manchester United 
than most English tearn s would have in the FA Cup. 


As Australians and as South Melbourne supporters, we should all be proud of 
our teams exploits in Brazil. This tournament has given South Melbourne it's 
greatest ever oppor-unity to grow, and quite simply, it is now Australia's most 
famous sporting clud.

The day was finished off with a tour of the 
stadium including the South Melbourne Museum, the players dressing rooms, 
the PA Room and the Corporate Boxes, as 
well as posing for an individual school 
photo session with the players. 


After some fantastic feedback from the 
schools and an overwhelming response 
to attend the clinic, the club has decided & 
to make the Super Clinic a regular event 
throughout each year. Coupled with the 
work that David Clarkson already 
undertakes with schools throughout 
Victoria, the future for South Melbourne 
Soccer Club and soccer in general looks 
extremely bright, as these will be the kids; 
who will follow our beloved sport or 
perhaps become future stars. These 
children are the future of Australian 
soccer.

SMSC v Sydney Olympic 
Wednesday, January 26, 2000 6.00pm 


Today, we welcome Branko Culina and Sydney Olympic to Bob Jane 
Stadium. Olympic finished in seventh place last season, two points 
outside the top six. While most observers expected they would again be 
challenging for a position in the finals, few believed they would make 
such an impressive start to the season. Coach Culina is well-known to 
Victorian soccer, having played for the Knights, and Victoria, 
interspersed with spells at Sydney United, Blacktown and St Albans. 
After coaching St Albans, North Geelong and Melbourne Knights, Culina 
took over at Sydney United in 1994, In 1996/97, he was voted coach of 
the year after leading Sydney United to the Grand Final, which they 
eventually lost to Brisbane Strikers. After a short spell at Canberra, 
Culina was appointed coach of Sydney Olympic. 


Last season's relative failure inevitably led to many departures and 
some high profile arrivals at Belmore. Striker Zlatko Arambasic has 
returned from Mechelen after several years in Europe that included 
spells at FC Metz and NAC Breda. Englishman Marcus Phillips has 
arrived from Marconi, Young Socceroo left wing-back Lindsay Wilson 
from Canberra, skillful midfielder Gabriel "Chi Chi" Mendez from 
Northern Spirit and New Zealand international captain Chris Zoricich 
from the Brisbane Strikers, who once had a spell at Leyton Orient. Milan 
Blagojevic has departed for Parramatta Power, Carlos Gonzalez is now 
at Spanish club DC Ourense, long-serving defender George Sorras has 
retired and Elias Augerinos and Kimon Taliadoros have been released. 
Allthis transfer activity has given Culina a strong and experienced squad 
captained by former young Socceroo, Peter Tsekenis. 


Olympic possesses great attacking ability. As well as the players 
mentioned earlier, their squad also includes 32-year-old Chris Kalantzis, 
who spent time in Greece playing for Olympiakos and Panathinaikos, 
and Olyroo winger Brett Emerton, although the undoubted star of the 
side is prolific striker Pablo Cardozo. The Buenos Aires-born former 
Canterbury, Rapid Vienna and Adelaide Sharks star was the NSL equal 
second top scorer at the Sharks in 1997/98 with 13 goals but eclipsed 
that by scoring 18 goals last season and finishing top goal scorer in the 
NSL. Inevitably, Cardozo has been linked with European clubs, but 
fortunately for Olympic, a proposed move to Spanish second division 
club, Cordoba has been put on hold for now. Olympic haven't made the 
finals since 1995/96 but if their fine form continues, Olympic are a 
realistic chance of adding to their sole championship victory of 1990.

SMSC v Newcastle Breakers 
Sunday, January 30, 2000 6.00pm 


Today, we welcome Lee Sterrey and his Newcastle Breakers to Bob Jane 
Stadium. Since re-joining the NSL in 1995/96, the Breakers have, on the 
occasion, threatened to make the leap into the top six. An eighth-place 
finish in 1998/99, five points from sixth place, was a credible result but 
Newcastle have proven themselves a real finals contender this season. An 
excellent 3-2 win at North Sydney Oval over Northern Spirit early in the 
season made critics sit up and take the Breakers seriously, highlighting the 
tactical astuteness of coach Sterrey. 


Sterrey has deservedly been given an opportunity to coach in the National 
Soccer League by the Breakers and they have been rewarded for their 
foresight. Once his playing career was over, he joined Marconi and was a 
successful youth coach. He was assistant coach to Zoran Matic but left 
Bossley Park when Frank Farina was appointed so that he could further his 
own coaching career. . 


Not content with last season's solid performance, Sterrey has introduced 
several new faces to the squad. Putting his faith in local talent, Scottish- 
born Robert Shannon, South Korean Sang Chul Yoon and Moroccan Fouad 
Umlil have been released while four young players have been promoted 
from the club's juniors. In addition, defender Travis Dodd (Adelaide Force), 
midfielder Vasco Trpcevski (Perth Glory), Luke Tomich (Marconi) and Andy 
Harper (Brisbane Strikers) have been recruited. The veteran Harper 
represented Australia at Under 20 level and has previously played for 
Sydney City, Sydney Olympic, St George, Marconi, Brisbane and 
Matsunichi (China). The club's most impressive young talent is Naples- 
born striker John Buonavoglia. He played his junior soccer with Apia 
Leichardt and Sydney Olympic and had spells at St George and Leichardt 
Tigers before being spotted by Newcastle. The 24-year-old was joint 
winner of the New South Wales super league best & fairest last year. Small 
in stature, his electrifying turn of pace and deceptive strength on the ball 
make him one of the league's most dangerous attackers. 


At home, the Breakers have scored impressive 3-2 wins over title 
contenders Perth Glory and Sydney Olympic in recent weeks. Away from 
Breakers Stadium, Newcastle have played a highly effective counter- 
attacking game capably led by sweeper Shane Pryce and utilising 
Buonovaglia's speed. It has brought them draws at Carlton, Olympic, 
Parramatta Power and a win at North Sydney against Northern Spirit. 


Keeper Bob Catlin recently made his 300th NSL appearance (only the 
second goalkeeper to do so) against one of his former clubs, Sydney 
Olympic. Catlin started his NSL career in 1984 at Apia Leichardt and has 
enjoyed spells at Marconi, Notts County and Olympic before joining the 
Breakers. Newcastle's recent victory over league leader Sydney Olympic 
was their eighth successive game without defeat - a club record.
